Stephen Kim, one of Burkhart’s 
companions, was wounded in the 
shoulder in the fusillade of shots 
which struck down Burkhart.

admitted

tjieir pistols in the air in celebra 
ek>s of |he new year but denied 
they had fired directly kt either 
Burkhart or Kim. 
Kim’s account of the affair was 
that he, Burkhart and other com­ 
panions 
were 
walking 
down 
a 
street when they passed the police­ 
men and 
exchanged 
salutations. 
After proceeding a short distance, 
he said, he heard the discharge of 
a weapon and felt a pain in his 
shoulder. About the same time, he 
added, Burkhart pitched forward on 
his face. Kim then fainted and was 
taken to the hospital. 
Other witnesses of the shooting 
declared one of the policemen rais­ 
ed his gun shoulder high and fired 
a second before Kim and Burkhart 
were struck. 
Five persons identifi­ 
ed Garrell as the man who fired 
the shot.

PROSPERITY’S HIGH SIGN 
From Si. Louis Post-Disp atch. 
Since 1914 the 
number 
of 
American 
millionaires has increased from 7 ,000 to 
30,000 and 4 0,000. 
This statement was 
made by Carl Sny der of the Federal Re­ 
serve Bank of New York to the American 
Statistical Association. 
Here is a high sign of prosperity . 
A 
country which multiplies its millionaires 
by five within 14 y ears is entitled to boast 
of prosperity . 
The 
evidence 
is 
over­ 
whelming. 
It would be interesting to know, how­ 
ever, how much the wealth of the million­ 
aires has increased within the 14 y ears 
past. 
How much richer have the rich be­ 
come? 
That would be another measure 
of prosperity . 
Mr. Sny der attributes the great increase 
of millionaires to the debasement of the 
currency since the world war, to the enor­ 
mous rise in the value of securities and to 
what he calls the colossal manipulation 
in security 
values, 
“ incomparably the 
greatest 
gamble 
the 
world 
has ever 
known.” 
Mr. Sny der does not point to these con­ 
ditions with pride. 
He is inclined to think 
they are unwholesome. All intelligent ob­ 
servers of the trend of society will agree 
with him on this point. 
It is true that while 
the 
millionaires 
have been multiply ing and great fortunes 
increasing, the average man has been bet­ 
ter off. 
Wages have risen, although the 
rise is more apparent than real on ac­ 
count of the increased cost of living. 
A 
greater percentage of the masses are liv­ 
ing in comfort than ever before, but there 
is still a large percentage living on the 
edge of starvation, if not in actual desti­ 
tution. 
We still have the poor with us. 
The Post-Dispatch has commented on 
the influence of enormous profits in some 
businesses, stock market speculations and 
other methods of getting rich quick on the 
morals 
of the time. 
These 
conditions 
naturally cause discontent. 
They tempt 
the unwary to gamble and they tempt 
many to commit crimes. 
They cause dis­ 
order in society and are the prime causes 
of revolutionary radicalism. 
Mr. Sny der bewails the effect of these 
conditions on the homely virtues of indus­ 
try , sobriety and thrift, and say s that 
none of them really contribute to the dif­ 
fusion of comfort and well-being among 
the largest number of the population. 
Mr. Sny der does not suggest a remedy 
bey ond that of warning and of preaching 
the solid virtues.
